Seed Collection Policy and Pricing

e Requires competition unless impractical

e Only 10 pound increments by species

e Original permit must be in possession of all
collectors/harvesters

e Encourages a seed collecting log and GPS
locations (source identification)

e Bonding is required for all sales of $2,500 or
more (20 percent bond). | |

e Requires the use of a minimum price

In conformance with IM-2013-176, prices have been set at 10 percent of the average price of clean delivered
seed as determined by the two annual seed buys conducted by National Seed Warehouse. For wildland
collections, the unclean seed collected is often a higher gross volume than the netcleaned volume. For
example, a wildland collection may have a gross volume of 1000 Ibs but when cleaned it nets 100 Ibs. The BLM
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Fornew species not currently on the price list,a minimum price of $0.10 per pound will be used. The FO mayset
a higher price based on local market appraisal.
